Supreme Court Sees No Difference In 
Solicitors. 


Washington, March IO.— The Su­ 
preme Court yesterday reversed and 
remanded the case of the 
United 
States, plaintiff in error, against Ed­ 
ward S. Thayer. 
Thayer was in­ 
dicted for violation of the civil serv­ 
ice act in having solicited a contrib­ 
ution to the Republican campaign 
fund from the postoffice employes at 
Dallas, Texas. 
A demurrer to the 
indictment was sustained by Judge 
Meek on the ground that, as Thayer 
had asked for the contributions by 
means of letters, it was not actual 
solicitation within the meaning of 
the act. 
The Supreme Court, in an opinion 
rendered 
bv 
Justice Holmes, em­ 
phatically disagrees with this view. 
“I t appears to us no more open to 
doubt,” the Court says, ‘‘than that 
the statute prohibition solicitation by 
written as well as by spoken word. 
I t is not, even primarily, to save em­ 
ployes from interruption and annoy­ 
ance in their business; it is lo check 
a political abuse, which is not differ­ 
ent in kind, whether practiced by let- 
cr or word of mouth. We can see no 
distinction between the personal de­ 
livery of a letter and sending it bv 
a servant of the writer.”

GIVE POULTRY A CHANCE 


Put Bema of the Improved Varieties 
at Head of Flock. 


It is only a recent thing that tho 
poultry business has developed into 
a rgeat industry, and the production 
of eggs and 
chickens 
recognized 
throughout the United States as a 
great and growing business enter­ 
prise. Until recently the great work 
being done by the American hen has 
been underestimated, and not prop­ 
erly appreciated. Farmers and villag­ 
ers everywhere have been raising 
only a few chickens each, mostly for 
home consumption, 
with only the 
surplus to be disposed of upon the 
open market, which, however, in the 
aggregate amounts to hundreds of 
dollars yearly. 
The time of 
the 
cheap egg and table fowl has passed 
with the advent of high beef, mut­ 
ton and pork. 
There are many reasons why the 
farmer should acknowledge the im­ 
portance of this great industry and 
strive to get into the procession and 
keep up with it. 
The slip-shod method, if it can be 
called a method, heretofore pursued 
by the farmers, especially of Texas, 
is to keep from fifty to a hundred 
mongrel, scrub, non-descript 
hens 
without paying any particular atten­ 
tion to them, letting them lay and 
set when and where they please, and 
selling whatever eggs they lay, to the 
local merchant or chicken peddler 
at only a few cents a dozen. I have 
seen eggs sell in Belton and only a 
few years back at six dozen for a 
quarter of a dollar, four and a sixth 


of a cent a dozen, quite a difference 
between that and 35 cents a dozen, 
the prevailing price this Christmos. 
The chickens that are hatched and 
raised for the market are a measly, 
mongrel set, partly Mediterranean, 
partly American, and partly Asiatic, 
but mostly just Dunghill of 
all 
shades, colors, and sizes, thus mak­ 
ing a very unattractive set and bring­ 
ing but a very small price upon the 
market as broilers, fryers or roast­ 
ers. 
Suppose 
these 
same farmers 
should agree to let their wives have 
a flock of thoroughbred 
hens and 
enough thoroughbred cock birds to 
go with them of the standard varie­ 
ties of one of the American classes, 
such as the Wyandotte, 
Plymouth 
Bock, or Bhode Island Bed, and note 
the difference. 
In the first place 
these are all good, medium sized, all 
purpose fowls, laying plenty of eggs 
and making fine market poultry, 
consuming no more feed than mon­ 
grels; while the farmer, as well as 
his wife and 
children, 
will take 
more pride in them and give them 
better attention, thus securing bet­ 
ter results. In the second place the 
eggs being from only one variety 
will be uniform in size and color, 
and will therefore demand a much 
better price upon the market for eat­ 
ing purposes. In the third place, the 
hens of one of these improved breeds 
will lay more eggs than mongrels, 
and lay them in fall and winter, 
when they are most in demand and 
prices are highest. 
In the fourth 
place, when the young cockrels are 
large enough for broilers or fryers, 
being of uniform size, shape and 
color, they will bring a much high­ 
er price upon the market for eating 
purposes. Who, wanting a dozen or 
more of chickens for table use, would 
hesitate to pay a handsome advance 
in price for a dozen nice, fat, plump, 
uniform-colored, sized and shaped 
Wyandotte®, Plymouth Bocks or 
Bhode Island Beds? 
Besides, they 
are better eating, having tenderer, 
Jucier meat, having more breast and 
thigh meat and less wing, back and 
leg meat, a fact beyond controversy. 
In the fifth place, a farmer who 
raises only one variety of thorough­ 
bred poultry can reap a harvest from 
his neighbors and those who pass 
that way, seeing and admiring his 
fowls, and are not slow to want some 
of those pure-blooded chickens. Then 
let every farmer try to get a start 
in one of the very best of all pur­ 
pose breeds of the American class 
and stock up with them.—J. P. Kin- 
nard, in Farm and Ranch.

Accompanied by a party of capi­ 
talists from Kansas City, Colonel 
Ransome passed through Fort Worth 
en route to the plains country to 
make an overland trip with the cap­ 
italists and endeavor to interest them 
in industrial and colonization proj­ 
ects along the proposed route. 
While in Kansas City Colonel 
Ransome made arrangements to have 
a preliminary survey made and the 
engineers agree to begin the work 
at Plainview by April I, and pos­ 
sibly sooner. 
According to Colonel 
Ransomed plans, the survey will 
start at Plainview, in Hale County, 
now the terminus of an important 
branch of the Santa Fe System, go­ 
ing via Hale, Center and the coun­ 
ties of Lubbock, Lynn, Dawson and 
Martin on to Midland, making a con­ 
nection with the Texas and Pacific. 
Such a line would traverse a wide 
territory, now almost exclusively 
used for cattle-raising purposes, and 
developing possibilities coincident 
with the building of such a road 
would 
be 
practically 
unlimited. 
Much of the land is known to bo 
useful for agricultural purposes, if 
transportation facilities were avail­ 
able, and, therefore, many landhold­ 
ers and capitalists are watching the 
Ransome project with keen interest. 
Colonel Ransome promoted the 
construction of the Plainview branch 
of the Santa Fe, and now he pro­ 
poses to aid the Santa Fe in reach­ 
ing below Plainview and bisecting 
the great plains country. Although 
he withholds the source of his back­ 
ing, it is understood that Colonel 
Ransome has sufficient financial pow­ 
er behind him to build the proposed 
line under favorable conditions.— 
Fort Worth Record.

MiSEAfEWBOOD COLIS 


Col. Henry Says Colts Are Sure and 
Easy Money. 


In a recent letter published in the 
Dallas News, Col. Henry Exall, who 
may be classed as a horse enthusiast, 
says some things that ought to make 
ame Texans “sit up and take no­ 
tice.” 
The letter reads as follows: 
If the farmers who are fortunate 
enough to he located w itll in easy 
reach of a really good standard-bred 
trotting stallion would agree to do 
their work with well-bred mares of 
individuality instead of using mules 
or geldings, even if they had to car­ 
ry twenty-five to fifty per cent more 
mares to accomplish the object, and 
would breed the mares to such a stal­ 
lion and would see that the foals 
were carefully looked after, made 
gentle and tractable by kindness at 
an early age and kept growing by 
liberal feeding, they would iii all 
probability make more net money 
than all the other annual products 
of a well-managed 200-acre farm. 
If theye is to be a county fair in 
your section, it would be a good 
thing to interest the boys in the 
growth and development of the foals 
by allowing they to have such prem­ 
iums as they might win by exhibit­ 
ing the colts at the fairs. 
I t would be a good idea, also, to 
agree upon a given price that the 
father would take for the colt when 
it was one or two years old, and 
to allow the boy who has given spe­ 
cial care to its raising and develop­ 
ment to have all over that amount 
that the colt might sell for. 
It would not be unreasonable to 
•expect a well-bred and standard and 
registered yearling or two-year-old 
•colt tx) sell for $200 to $500, and 
sometimes several times that amount 
might be realized. 
Dr. Tolbert of Lexington, Kv., 
bred a good mare to Mambrino 
Patchen thirty or forty years ago; 
the produce was the now very noted 
brood 
mare, Alma Mater. 
Tins 
mare was bred to George Wilkes and 
produced the horses Alcyone and Al­ 
cantara. 
From these two young 
horses the doctor 
realized 
some­ 
thing like $10,000, 
and 
they, 
in 
turn, have grown to be among the 
greatest progenitors of speed that 
the world has ever known. 
Alcyone is the sire of a number 
of great ones, including McKinney, 
2:11 1-4, that has been sold within 
the last five years for $50,000. Al­ 
cantara is the sire of 155 colts with 
records from $2:05 1-4 to $2:30, 
and his daughters are almost inval­ 
uable as brood mares. 
Alma Mater produced six otheer 
foals with standard records, and was 
sold in her old age for $5000. 
The 
one buggy mare, judiciously mated, 
brought the doctor over $10,000. 
About nine or ten years ago a 
Boston gentleman paid about $G00 
for the well-known brood mare Ban­ 
cha, with a colt at foot by Bingen, 
2:06 1-4, and in foal to Peter the 
Great. 
The colt is the noted stal­ 
lion Todd, that sold at auction in 
New York in December last, in spite 
of the hard times, for $30,000 cash. 
The second foal was the very noted 
trotting mare Sadie Mack, 2:06 1-2. 
She won $20,000, and was sold for 
$20,000. 
Bancha and her produce 
have been and are reasonably worth 
$80,000. 
I could tell of a great many sim­ 
ilar instances, but of course, these 
are the extreme cases, and the or­ 
dinary breeder could not reasonably 
look for such results, but if he will 
select his mares with care and be 
" judicious with the choice of the stal­ 
lions he uses and raise, educate and 
develop the foals so that they will 
make truly useful horses, he will 
have the right to expect to get from 
$200 to $300 for his .yearling and 
two-year-old colts, it will always 
be possible for him to produce a 
$1000, a $5000 or even a $10,000 
colt. 
The miner is reasonably satisfied 
with the washing of his pan if it 
furnishes him a grub stake, and he 
whistles while he digs, hoping to 
find a true vein. 
A farmer who 
breeds a few good mares to some ex­ 


tent will occupy the same position. 
He will most assuredly get a grub 
stake, and he may find a nugget. 


C H IL D LABOR VS. IDLENESS. 


The Great Menace Lies in 
Idleness 
Rather Than Labor. 
The tendency of wealth, or even of 
“easy circumstances,” is against the 
best development of men. 
All over 
Texas are growing up men and wom­ 
en so situated that they might have 
their pick of trades or professions, 
yet never even reaching graduation 
in the high schools. 
If the parents 
and guardians of such boys will read 
the following, they may be induced 
to “sit up and take notice:” 
That the problem of 
child 
idle­ 
ness is as important as the problem 
of child labor, at 
least from 
the 
standpoint of criminology and crime 
prevention, was the view expressed 
by Thomas Speed Mosby, Missouri 
State Pardon Attorney, in a lecture 
delivered at the Odeon 
Theater in 
St. Louis recently, before the Citizens 
Industrial Association of St. Louis. 
Mr. Mosby 
stated that the over­ 
whelming majority of criminals were 
young men, and 
that over GO 
per 
cent of the young men found in the 
various 
State 
reformatories 
were 
found to have been wholly without 
previous occupation of any kind. He 
showed that the greater number of 
criminals generally were 
industrial 
incompetents, and took the position 
that incompetency in the arts 
and 
processes of trade is quite as danger­ 
ous to society as iliteraey, the maxi­ 
mum of dishonesty 
usually 
being 
found with the minimum of earning 
power. 
Ile said that the gravest menace 
that confronted American industrial 
supremacy in the world’s marts was 
not 
faulty 
schemes 
of 
currency, 
freight rebates, monopolies or tariffs, 
but the rate of growing inefficiency 
on the part of American labor; that 
he believed in the training of all to 
work, iii the wise and useful applica­ 
tion of all human energy without re* 
gard to age, race, sex, political con­ 
dition or social station, 
and 
that 
“labor is the highest law of liberty 
and of life.” 
“ It will be recalled,” said he, “that 
Solon in his constitution of Athens 
exempted from the 
duty of main­ 
taining their .parents in old age all 
those boys whose parents had neg­ 
lected to teach them a 
trade. 
So­ 
ciety in our day, and in this country, 
is placing itself in the position of 
the Athenian who failed to teach his 
son a trade; for those boys, as a rule, 
not only contribute little of value to 
society, but in many instances they 
contribute an actual menace to its 
welfare. 
The penalty prescribed 
by 
the 
laws of Solon 2500 years ago, there­ 
fore, was simply that of a natural 
law to which we are still subject, and 
we still violate whenever and wher­ 
ever we permit a boy to grow up with 
hands untrained for the 
practical 
work of life.” 
In conclusion Mr. Mosby said: 
“The labor of 
the child 
should 
never proceed beyond the limits of 
healthful 
exertion, and that, too, 
within limits carefully 
safeguarded 
with respect to morality and sanita­ 
tion. 
But lie should be taught to 
w o r k he should be made to under­ 
stand his obligation to serve, to give, 
as he receives; to produce, as he con­ 
sumes; to bring to the world, as he 
takes from it; and 
he 
should be 
given the means of performing that 
obligation. 
“ With such an education he will 
go forth in the morning of life ready 
to fashion with hand or brain, and 
feeling, not that the world owes to 
him a living, but that he owes to the 
world a life.” 


Before the farmers can hope to 
win in their battle to establish prices 
they must learn the value of raising 
their own foodstuffs and feedstuff, 
their pigs and potatoes, and prac­ 
tice diversification to 
that 
point 
where they are independent of all 
classes, and especially the 
money 
lender and the credit system. 
They 
will have then reached that point in 
their campaign for better conditions 
and independent action 
which 
is 
success, which is the fruit so greatly 
sought after, but not yet attained. 


PROSPERITY OF TEXAS 


Her Never-Failing Bank is Her Fruit­ 
ful Soil. 


The prosperity of Texas, says an 
unknown writer, is not based upon 
stocks and bonds, but upon a vast 
area of land that is paying sure div­ 
idends. 
Texas had little cause to 
be scared over the money flurry, and 
righted itself and is moving along 
as though it had never happened, 
which it did not to any great extent 
insofar as Texas is concerned. 
This is what Texas banks on, and 
it is far better collateral than pa­ 
per securities; the unsold harvests 
of 1907: cotton $112,000,000; cot­ 
ton products, $30,000,000; cattle 
and 
hogs, 
$1,000,000,000; 
corn, 
$50,000,000; hay, $50,000,000; rive 
and sugar, $20,000,000; sundries, 
$38,000,000; 
total, 
$500,000,000. 
Also lumber, petroleum and petrol­ 
eum 
products, 
etc., 
aggregating 
about $50,000,000. 
This is the prosperity of Texas 
today with her resources as yet but 
partially developed. 
It is a pros­ 
perity that can not be gainsaid, nor 
be undermined by speculation in se­ 
curities. 
It is an actuality, and how 
much more will it be in a few years 
when her boundless resources of 
field and mine have been still further 
developed? With this showing Tex­ 
as is not at all selfish, but is invit­ 
ing others to come and share in her 
prosperity, to help in the planting 
and the harvest. 
Here is shown $550,000,000 to the 
credit of this State, and to the debt 
of the rest of the world, for they 
represent things that the world is 
bound to have for food, clothing and 
shelter. 
Hence, Texas is prosperous 
and this prosperity is bound to be 
enduring, for this showing can be 
repeated year after year in even 
greater amounts. I^et financial winds 
blow as they will, they can not ma­ 
terially injure the prosperity of Tex­ 
as long as the State can make such 
a showing on the right side of the 
ledger as this. 


PIC TU R E OF A “ D R IFTER .” 


A 
Character 
Well-Known 
All 
Over 
the South. 
The following description of the 
“drifter” is from the San Angelo 
Standard, and is so true to the “na­ 
ture of the brute” that one can see 
the old, ramshackle wagon, the mis­ 
matched ponies, the lean dog, the 
dirty assortment of motley and and 
ill-clad children and the sad, heart­ 
sick, worn-out woman whose fidel­ 
ity outbalances her distracted judg­ 
ment. 
The drifter is peculiar to no 
clime or nation, and the only con­ 
stant thing about him is his ever 
undependability, hungry and dirty 
appearance: 
The drifter believes the world 
owes him a living, and he is ever on 
the move to collect the debt. 
His 
stock in trade usually consists of a 
wagon, bearing the marks of antiq­ 
uity and hard usage; 
a pair 
of 
ponies, 
which 
from 
appearance 
might have done service during the 
early days of the Republic; a numer­ 
ous family, two or three sycamore 
fishing poles and a tribe of lean and 
shadowy dogs. 
In the early springtime the drifter 
may be found along our public high­ 
ways, looking for some one who 
wants a good man to crop on the 
shares, but he never finds the right 
man. 
Meantime he lives; just how, 
the Lord only knows, but he exists 
all the same. 
At planting time he 
is found in a rude camp on the banks 
of a creek, where the children fish 
while he assists a neighboring farm­ 
er for a few days, in return for which 
ho receives a daily stipend of clabber, 
and an order on the country mer­ 
chant for several pounds of Battle 
Axe, some cartridges, six bottles of 
Garrett’s snuff and a sack of meal. 
Later he is seen in another section 
of the country at cotton-chopping 
time, camped where fishing is good, 
and while his ponies graze in the 
stockman’s pasture, he, wife and his 
progeny may be seen chopping cotton 
for the farmer who is behind with 
his work and has plenty. of butter­ 
milk and clabber. 
In “ watermilLion” time the drifter 


revels 
amid 
scenes 
of 
terrestial 
glory. 
But he keeps up his diet of 
clabber and buttermilk, donated by 
sympathetic housewives. 
When tile cotton season opens he 
and his tribe may be found at brief 
intervals in the cotton patch—here 
today, next week in another coun­ 
ty— always drifting—same old wag­ 
on, same old ponies, same old dogs, 
same family, with perhaps an in­ 
crease and same old grub—clabber 
and buttermilk. 
Pecan-gathering season finds him 
along our Western rivers, threshing 
and gathering pecans on the shares, 
and when winter’s cold blasts sweep 
down, the drifter either hies him­ 
self to our towns and cities to be­ 
come a burden on the public, or else 
drifts back to his wife’s people in 
Collin and other North and East 
Texas counties, where they always 
want to make a crop, but seldom 
make it. 


TE X A S ORANGE PROSPECTS. 


A 
Californian 
Grows 
Enthusiastic 
Over the Prospect. 
California 
orange 
growers 
are 
planning an exodus into the orange 
lands of Texas, according to J. P. 
Million, now a resident of Ardmore, 
Ok., but formerly a resident and 
orange growers in San Bernadeno, 
California. “The average California 
orange grower,” said Mr. Mullon be­ 
fore the Business Men’s Club of 
San Antonio, “is practically at the 
mercy of the railroads, and these 
sellers of water irrigation and com­ 
post for fertilizing. 
Charges 
for 
these necessities have grown greater 
each year, and the orange growers 
there are in a state of rebellion. Ex­ 
cept in the case of the big growers, 
who are corporations, they are un­ 
able to protect themselves. 
“I pur­ 
chased, myself, a grove of twenty- 
five acres in the San Bernadrno dis­ 
trict, paying for it $50,000. 
The 
returns promised much, in spite of 
the heavy initial cost, but water 
rents, compost charges and increas­ 
ing taxation made the burden too 
heavy for me. 
I seized the first good 
opportunity I had to sell out. 
A 
great many others are groaning un­ 
der such burdens, ready to seek new­ 
er and less expensive fields. 
“In fact, a group 
of 
California 
orange growers has already sent an 
expert into the orange country 
of 
this part of Texas, who, after a care­ 
ful soil survey and thorough investi­ 
gation of the conditions, has made a 
favorable report. 
The 
fact 
that 
orange lands in 
California bring 
from $1000 to $2000 an acre, while 
Texas orange lands, according to this 
expert, equally good, bring from $30 
to $60 an acre, offers a possibility 
for the small grower to get in on the 
ground floor. 
The Texas lands, too, 
are nearly 2000 miles 
nearer 
the 
market, and transportation by water 
is possible. 
“Although a great 
many 
Texas 
farmers are putting a few acres in 
oranges, the number would be gdeat- 
er if they realized the possibilities. 
These men are growing vegetables 
between the young orange trees, and 
making a living and in a few years 
will demonstrate a new industry, 
oranges, the number wrould be great- 
future in the raising of citrus fruits. 
I hope to have a part in it myself, 
and expect to see other orange grow­ 
ers from California come into 
this 
section and take advantage of 
the 
situation.” 


You Think Over This. 


The Fort Worth Record, in a re­ 
cent editorial discussing educational 
conditions in Texas, said: 
“In the 
total amount per capita contributed 
to public education, we rank thirty- 
fourth in the Union; in age of free 
school 
attendance, 
forty-fifth; 
in 
length of free 
school term, thirty- 
eighth; in amount raised by 
local 
taxation, forty-second; in 
amount 
expended on each $1000 valuation of 
property, thirty-second.” 
And yet 
Texas has the 
largest 
permanent 
school fund of any 
State 
in 
the 
Union. 
Surely, surely, our people 
do not yet grasp the meaning of effi­ 
cient preparation for life’s responsi­ 
bilities. 
Shame on imperial Texas I 
Let us open our purses more freely 
to public 
education.—Wills 
Point 
Chronicle.

Experiment Proved Successful. 
In the replacing of a crankpin In a 
600-horse power compound engine re­ 
cently it was found inexpedient to 
make use of blow torches in expanding 
the disk in order to permit the pin to 
be slipped into place, which is the cus­ 
tomary manner of procedure so that 
the use of electric sad irons was re­ 
sorted to. 
The thing wa> an experi­ 
ment, for such use of the domestic 
iron was never suggested before, but 
was entirely successful. 
Several heat­ 
ing units from six-pound electric flat­ 
irons were assembled on an iron core 
and placed in the crankpin hole. 
The 
units were kept at nearly white heat 
for about four hours, when the disk 
had expanded enough to allow the pin 
to be slipped into place. 


W ar Settlement Warrant. 
A curiosity in the form of a “war 
settlement w arrant’’ was issued re­ 
cently to John I. Curtain of Bellefonte 
Pa., for the sum of 67 cents. 
It is 
now about 41 years since Gen. Curtin 
was mustered out of the service, and 
in all these years he never dreamed 
that he had any such claim against the 
United States government. It appears 
that in calculating the time of his en­ 
listment an error was made, and this 
was just recently discovered. 
The 
number of the order is 16,021, which 
indicates that there were a few claims 
paid before this one.
